Such action by the Malan govern­ 
ment, “ to alter what are regarded 
a* fundam ental aspects of the con 
s tdutem to suit itself 
has caused 
w idespread concern and a la rm ,” 
12) The enforcem ent of the “ Sup­ 
pression 
of Com m unism 
Act of 
1950“ in a high-handed way 
h a s 
further “ deepened the South Afri­ 
can crisis ’ The law has been used 
t » force the resignation of 
b o t h 
whites arid non whites from various 
organizations, prohibiting their ap 
pearanci at public m eetings, and 
restricting their m ovem ents, 


Publication of “ The G uardian,” a 
weekly new spaper in Sooth Africa, 
has been suspended. 


(3) The continued cost of living 
has created further tensions, 
r e ­ 
sulting iii d em ands for increased 
wages by professional and govern­ 
m en t w orkers. “ In spite of orom- 
ises by the governm ent to deal with 
the situation, the spiral of 
using 
costs has not been halted ” 


(4) Externally, ihe South African 
crisis has been aggravated by the 
dispute between the British and the 
South African governm ents o v e r 
the territories of Basutoland, Swaz­ 
iland and Bechuanaland. The South 
African government has dem anded 
that these territories be incorpor­ 
ated into the Union, he said. But 
should such action be taken, “ it is 
quite possible that there might lie 
arm ed i cm stance on the part of the 
inhabitants of these areas ” 


Dr, Matthews criticized the han 
filing by the British governm ent of 
the m arriag e of Serest se K ham a, 
chief-designate 
of 
the 
B am ang 
wain, to an English girl, Ruth Wil­ 
liams. 


“ It has underm ined British p res­ 
tige to an extent little realized in 
official e id e r s ,” he declared “ The 
disturbances 
which 
have 
broken 
out m the B am angw ato reserv e are 
only a sm all indication of the frus­ 
tration and resentm ent engendered 
by this exam ple of 
im perialistic 
biundei mg ” 


The British handling of this af­ 
fair, Dr 
Matthews said, w as de­ 
signed to appease white interests 
in the Union. 
D r Matthews said that the Dutch 
R eform ed Church has backed the 
M alan governm ent's p o l i c y of 
apartheid, but actually does 
n o t 
see “ eye to eve" with the Malan 
governm ent on the application 
of 
this policy. 


A partheid to the Dutch R eform ­

“ From the outset, of course, our interest 
in reducing trade barriers among Western 
Europe’s peoples had more than an eco­ 
nomic motivation. We never forgot for a 
moment that the Marshall Plan is a pro­ 
gram for peace and that economic aut­ 
archy and attempts to attain if often have 
been the basis for strife. We believed, for 
! example, that Hitler might never have had 
the final impetus to start World War II if 
it had not been for the self-sufficiency fence 
he threw around Germany. . .” 


There is no evidence either in history or 
economics that a word of this is correct. 
Germany, for instance, produces no oil, no 
copper, and inadequate supplies of steel. 
There was not an oil well in the Germany 
which Hitler controlled when he made war; 
vet, all his plans were based on a mechan­ 
ized war, aircraft, tanks, guns on motor- 
driven chassis. 
Charles 
Callan 
Tansill, 
Professor 
of 
American Diplomatic History, a noted au­ 
thority on the subject, has recently com ­ 
pleted five years of research 
in original 
documents in the files of the State Depart­ 
ment and elsewhere. He wrote a b o o k , 
“ Back Door to War,” which will for long 
be a source book on the origin of World 
War IL It is a prolonged documentation of 
the war in which every factor that produc­ 
ed two wars from 1914 to 1941 is analyzed. 
There is not one indication that autarchy 
was a factor. 
Autarchy means economic isolationism, 
the capacity of a country to live on itself, 
without imports, without aid from outside. 
We went to war with Germany, Italy and 
Japan, three poor countries which are now 
and have always been dependent upon im­ 
ports and therefore have to export. For in­ 
stance, Japan lacks all raw materials with­ 
in her own boundaries and, being only 20 
percent arable, is even lacking 
in 
food. 
Italy is overpopulated and has, from the 
days of the Roman Empire until this very 
moment, been forced to import wheat, the 
essential food product of the Italian people. 
How can anyone speak of these three coun­ 
tries living under a state autarchy? 
Hoffman answers the question by say­ 
ing: 
” , . It was this fence which largely en­ 
abled him to build up, for the sole purpose 
of waging war, synthetic 
fuel, 
synthetic 
rubber and new steel plants, all at exces­ 
sively high cost, all unable to withstand 
competition from outside Germ any.” 
There is no evidence that Hitler’s syn­ 
thetic fuel and synthetic rubber were ade­ 
quate to wage the kind of war he did. As a 
matter of fact, because he could not. he 
failed. As to Japan, that country failed be­ 
cause it lacked food and oil. We now know 
that Japan was defeated long before the 
war ended. Our Navy did it by starving 
them. 
The difficulty with Mr. Hoffman’s gen­ 
eralization if, of course, that he wanted to 
write a short, speedy book, to convey a 
basic idea in which he believes. It is like 
crowding a thousand years of history into 
this 700-word column. Naturally* there is 
not enough room for detail, for explana­ 
tions. Yet, when a man of Paul Hoffman’s

m uch f a ’ty food. 


Cannot Be Dissolved 
T h ere is no way to dissolve 
gallstones w ith medicine. F o rtu ­ 
nately, however, both bladder an d 
stones can be rem oved by a n o p ­ 
eration th a t is usually successful 
a n d n o t too difficult. 
Incidentally, 
gallstones 
have 
n o th in g to do with kidney stones, 
a n d th e gallbladder is quite d if­ 
feren t from th e u rin ary bladder. 
T h e gallbladder is a ra th e r 
sm all pouch n e a r th e liver. It is a 
sac for s ’oring liver bile, a Juice 
used In digesting fat. Stones can 
d a m up its passage a n d interfere 
w ith its n o rm al function. 
T h e stones a re produced from 
bile which crystallizes, th e c h e m ­ 
ical cholesterol, an d sometim es 
ca rium. We do n o t know exactly 
why this h ap p en s, but it is be­ 
lieved t h a t infection is an im ­ 
p o rta n t cause. 
Some Have No Trouble 
About 
half th e people with 
gallstones never h ave any trouble 
from them , a n d m ay never know 
they have them . 
T he o th er type of gallstones 


never t 
her him. M any of these 
stones are discovered by X -ray 
exam .aliens, In w hich a n iodine 
«dve taken into the bladder reveals 
th e stone*. T he dye is usually 
tai; a the n ig h t before th e e x a m ­ 
ination. Ninety-five per cen t of 
such stones can be detected this 
way. 


Severe Com plications 
Gallstones can bring on very 
severe c im plications — jaundice, 
serious infection, ru p tu re d gall- 
bladcit r, and even cancer of the 
gallbla lier, alth o u g h this is rare. 
Large stones m ay cause liver dis­ 
ease occasionally. 
To prevent all these serious 
comp!.cations, m ost doctors be­ 
lieve gallbladders should be re­ 
m oved 
w h e n e v e r 
s to n e s a r e 
found, unless th e re is som e defi­ 
nite reason for n o t perform ing 
an operation. W ith th e hig h level 
of present-clay surgery, there is 
no g reat risk in this type of o p er­ 
ative procedure.
